The town has paid for books the past year $33 45. 
W. W. Stevens of Joliet, Ill., has presented the Lib- 
rary with about 100 volumes of good books, not yet 
catalogued. 

There is $29 28 in town’s hands for purchasing 
more books. The Library is well patronized. 


Trust Funds 


The Mahala Gay fund of $1,000 was paid into the 
town treasury April 26, 1892, and the interest at 5 per 
cent. is devoted to aid town poor. 

The Frances L. Fuller cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury March 17, 1894, and the 
interest at 4 per cent. is to be devoted to the care of her 
lot and monument in the cemetery. 

The Merriam G. Addison cemetery fund of $100 
was paid into the town treasury June 29, 1894, and the 
interest at 4 per cent, is to be used in the care of her lot 
in the cemetery. 

The Emily M. Childs cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury April 13, 1895, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent, is to be used in the care of George 
A. Nason lot in the cemetery. 

The Sophronia Paige cemetery fund of $60 was paid 
into the town treasury July 1, 1898, and the interest at 
4 per cent. is to be used toward keeping in proper care 
the Daniel N. Adams lot in the cemetery. 

The Belinda Quimby cemetery fund of $100 was 
paid into the town treasury Jan. 30, 1900, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent. is to be used in keeping the lots of 
her father and husband in proper condition and towards 
the general care of the cemetery.

The Joseph Davis Jr. cemetery fund of $1co was 
paid into the town treasury June 30, 1900, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent. annually is to be used in keeping 
the burial lots of Joseph Davis and Joseph Davis, Jr., 
in proper condition and the balance towards the general 
care of the cemetery. 

The Thirzah Kinsley Beal cemetery fund of $100 
was paid to town Feb. 15, 1go1. Interest upon the 
same at 4 percent. annually to be used in keeping the 
Kinsley lot in proper condition, and the balance to be 
used towards keeping care of the cemetery. 

The Chastina B. Fowler cemetery fund of $40 was 
paid town Feb. 14, 1903. Interest upon the same at 4 
per cent. annually to be used for caring for her burial 
lot. 

The Lydia J. (Hill) Heath fund of $500 was paid 
to town by Charles McDaniel and David P. Goodhue, 
trustees, Feb. 1, rg08. <At the last annual town 
meeting in March 1907, said fund was accepted on con- 


dition to pay said trustees or their successors an annual 
interest of 4 per cent. for the benefit of the Springfield 
Union meeting-house society or church, agreeably to 
the condition in her will.

Report of 


Springtield School Board. 


1907— 1908. 


Our schools have continued to work in their usual 
prosperous manner for the past year. One of our mem- 
bers attended the Sullivan County School Board con- 
vention, which was held by State Supt. Morrison, at 
Newport. Various subjects pertaining to the general 
work of our schools, were presented by addresses and a 
tree discussion followed. The one problem that ap- 
peared to perplex all school boards was the supply of 
teachers for our rural schools. We inferred from the 
tone of the convention that there was a universal lack 
of teachers for our rural schools in our county, as well 
as throughout the state, that are available. We had 
three applications from Massachusetts for Philbrick 
Hill school. Weengaged No. 1, No. 2and No. 3 for 
the position. While waiting for them we secured the 
services of Mrs. Addie E. Philbrick to supply until the 
permanent teacher arrived. They all sent in their ex- 
cuse or inability to come, as they agreed to do, as soon 
as we notified them to appear. We then transferred 
the Washburn school teacher and pupils, to Philbrick 
Hill for the year. The Nixon children were sent to 
George Hill school and the Merrill children of Enfield 
were schooled here. The Stevens’ girls were privately 
taught by Mrs. Florence Clark during the Fall term. 
The Kempton school children (3) were conveyed to the 


Maxfield school at the Spring term by Mrs. Dozois, 
who also taught in the Kempton school the Fall term. 


The greatest disadvantage, in part of our schools, 
has been the lack of regular attendance by several pu- 
pils between the age of eight and 14 years. We have 
been unable to find any reasonable excuse for so many 
children’s absence. The ‘‘Compulsory law’’ is not 
effective unless enforced. 


Your School Board finds it very difficult to keep 
the children in school without the co-operation of 
parents. We are doing them a great injustice by their 
not being daily in the school room. We have very 
bright and intelligent girls and boys that we hope in 
the near future will fit themselves for teachers and help 
supply the demand as our town was unable to do in 
years past. Let us have increased interest in our 
schools for 1908. 


We earnestly desire a full attendance at our annual 
meeting on March 12, especially, by the parents or 
guardians, and all interested in the education of our 
children of school age.
